Steel workers go 
to Washington 


Import bill reason for trip

Steel workers from across Illinois 
and Indiana are converging on Wash- 
ington to lobby for a bill that would 
combat what they call illegal dump- 
ing of foreign steel 

About 20 workers from Granite City 
Steel, American Steel and Laclede 
Steel boarded a bus at 7 a.m. Tues- 
day in Granite City for the trip. They 
were to pick up another dozen or so 
in Effingham. 

Three buses from Chicago and one 
from Indianapolis were also making 
the journey. 


Gary Gaines, an organizer for Di 
trict 7 of the United Steelworkers of 
America, said they planned to call on 
every representative and senator 
from Illinois and Indiana Wednesday 
to show their support for a bill intro. 
duced by U.S. Rep. Pete Visclosky, 
D-Indiana, that would limit steel 
imports 

He said several others were flying 
to Washington to make appointments 
for them with the leg: tors. 

The group was expected to return 
sometime today — Thursday 

‘Rep. Visclosky has introduced leg- 
islation that will provide some protec- 
tion against imported steel,” Gaines 


said. “We're going out there to lobby 
our repr ntatives and senators to 
support this bill.”

It’s the 20th anniversary of the Hos- 
pice of Madison County, and the 
group has a nationwide campaign to 
celebrate. 

The U.S. Postal Service unveiled a 
new stamp Tuesday nationwide that 
honors hospices across the country. 

Madison County’s is the oldest of 
the programs in the Metro-East area 
and offers programs designed to 
assist with home care for the termi- 
nally ill. 

There are about 3,000 such pro- 
grams in the U.S. served by 25,000 
professionals and 100,000 volunteers. 

Collinsville Postmaster John Ser- 
tich did the honors at an unveiling 
ceremony for Hospice of Madison 
County representatives and city offi- 
cials. A similar unveiling was held in 
Granite City. : 

‘The new stamp features a “‘Hospice 
Care” logo and a colorful yard scene 
with a home in the background and a 
butterfly in the foreground. 

“J was just amazed by this 
design,” said Nancy Kaprelian, vol-

Kaprelian said the national Hospice 
program was honored to have_the 
national recognition of a stamp, espe- 
cially considering the amount of com- 
petition. 

“There are about 40,000 applica- 
tions taken for stamps and 30 are 
selected each year,”’ she said. 

Sertich said the Postal Service has 
traditionally used stamps to honor

“Some further thoughts on ‘‘The Greatest Generation,’’ as 
promised : 

It’s not that I don’t think we have a few kudos coming, those 
of us who were born during the s, but I question whether it’s 
either wise or possible to arrive at the judgment 

Are we, for example, a greater 
generation than those of which 
% people like Franklin, Washington 
4 ~ Adams, Thomas Paine, Jefferson 
and Madison were a part? 

How about the generation of 
which two of my great-grandfa- 
thers were a part, the men (and 
in their cases, boys) who fought a 
war that saved our country as a 
union of states? 

Se For that matter, why not the 
Carol generation of which our parents 

were members? Many of them 
also fought in a major war and came home to marry and start 
families in what for those years was a booming economy, only 
to face the crash of '29 and the ensuing Depression, which lasted 
over a decade. 

.We grew up in the Great Depression, but they were the ones 
who reared us. They were the ones who managed to feed us 
keep a roof over our heads, educate us. Or at least, most of us. 

. If we're resilient and tenacious, we have them to thank for it 
If there’s been heroism and sacrifice from our group, it’s 
because we were taught thal it was expected of us. We learned 
teamwork from them. 

Maintenance of the family unit was a given, as were ties with 

our friends and neighbors. We owe them, our parents and their 
‘peers. 
“I’ve never been sorry that I grew up in the Depression years 
In fact, I'm _ glad I did. The friends I made then are still my 
oldest and closest, those who are still above ground. Our youth 
wasn’t a sad one 

It was fun 

Of course, we pretty much had to make our own fun. Should 
anyone have used the term “instant gratification,’’ we wouldn’t 
have had the foggiest notion what they meant 

When our country entered World War II, most of us were still 
in college and, for the fellows, it simply meant an interruption 
something they'd complete later. 

Of the 10 boys in my crowd, only one (because of a physical 
problem) didn’t enlis All nine of them returned, thankfully, 
though one had lost a leg in battle and had been confined to a 
German POW camp 

-There were seven males in our generation of my family, two 
of my cousins being too young to serve. My brother and three of 
our cousins served in the Air Corps and Navy, while the oldest 
among us, already a pilot, was loaned by United Airlines to the 
Navy to train fighter pilots 

All of these, and hundred of thousands more, were simply 
doing what was expected of them, their duty, as they saw it. 

There were nine girls in the old crowd, and six of us were war 
brides. Several of us bore our first children while our husbands 
were overseas. 

A week-and-a-half before my son was born on the East Coast, 
my parents in Chicago were notified that my brother’s B-29 had 
been shot down off the Japanese coast and he was missing in 
action. 

Two weeks after I returned from the hospital, I learned he’d 
been rescued by a Navy sub, one of half the crew to survive. My 
husband, Ed, based in China, didn’t learn he was a father until 

Mike was nearly two months old 

None of us felt sorry for ourselves. It was simply a part of the 
territory, a game of odds, something we had to accept, along 
with rationing and using Max Factor on our legs instead of 
nylons. Our upbringing was what made this possible. 

Incidentally, out of that same crowd, all but one of the girls 
married, but there has never been a divorcee among the group 
At least, not yet 

Should Tom Brokaw be right (and I honestly don’t think he is) 
that mine is the ‘‘greatest’’ generation, it seems to me that our 
parents should share in that acclaim

The news that Santiago was 
actually triple-dipping with a 
contract to the Cook County 
Treasurer’s Office caused 
chuckles all around 

The U.S. Attorney’s office 
wasn’t laughing, though. Santi- 
ago was indicted last year for 
doing no work for a govern- 
ment salary, a once-common 
practice among Chicago politi- 
cians that is a serious federal 
offense these days. 

Santiago claimed that he 
tracked well over a hundred 
pieces of state legislation for 
the county treasurer, yet he 
kept no notes and filed no offi- 
cial reports in five years while 
collecting $150,000 in salary. 

The government said he did 
no work for his paycheck. San- 
tiago steadfastly denied any 
wrongdoing, even though it 
appeared at first like the odds 
were stacked against him.

Santiago a ghost job and had 
agreed to testify against him 
State Sen. Bruce Farley 
(D-Chicago) copped a plea for 
taking the same sort of ghost 
job from Rosewell and also 
agreed to testify at Santiago’s 
trial in exchange for a 27- 
month jail term 

It looked bad for Santiago 
and lots of people thought the 
guy was crazy for refusing to 
accept a plea bargain. 


But that’s the Miguel they 
knew in Springfield: A stub- 
born, gutsy man_who refused 
to be pushed “around by any- 
one. 

The federales put enormous 
pressure on Santiago to con- 
fess his sins and accept his 
punishment. But he thumbed 
his nose at the prosecutors and 
forced them to present what 
turned out to be a weak case. 

The government didn’t have 
any physical proof that Santia- 
go knew he had a ghost pay- 
rolling job. Rosewell, who gave 
Santiago the job, was the only 
one who could truly confirm 
that Saritiago was a ghost. pay- 
roller. 

But Rosewell was so deathly 
ill that he was in no condition 
to testify 

The ball usually bounced his 
way when Santiago was in 


Springfield, and the same 
thing happened during the tri- 
al. 


‘At the last minute, the judge 
refused to grant the prosecu- 
tion’s request to use Roswell’s 
gale plea. against Santiago. 

the judge said she had second 
thoughts about accepting 
Rosewell’s plea in the first 
place, calling it one of the 
worst mistakes she made, 
accepting a decision to plead 
guilty. 








Santiago apparently gave a 
marvelous performance on the 
witness stand»According toy 
one juror who spoke to the 
press after the trail, Santiago 
came off as a former school- 
teacher unknowing in the ways 
of a corrupt political system. 

Santiago called the trial his 
“Jast campaign.”” And just like 
all of his legislative races and 
all of his experiences in the 
Statehouse, he stood up against 
big odds and did what it took 
to win. 

Not many Statehouse types 
were surprised when they 
heard he had been acquitted 
on all counts.

USWA leaders have been 
very critical of President Clin- 
ton’s handling of the steel 
import situation. 

“Although Congress has been 
supportive, President Clinton 
hasn’t shown us any action,” 
Gaines said. 

According to the U.S. Com- 
merce Department, the second 


quarter of 1998 showed the 
highest steel import volumes 
in U.S. history. Steel imports 
from Japan during the first six 
months of 1998 increased 113.7 
percent over January to June 
1997, and imports from orea 
increased 89.5 percent during 
the same period. Much of the 
problem stems from the col- 
lapse of the Asian economy 
The International Trade 
Commission recently approved 
a preliminary staff recommen- 
dation saying that foreign com- 


panies are dumping subsidized 
steel. 

Subsidies violate basic trade 
agreements and allow other 
countries to dramatically 
undercut U.S. steel prices. If 
the companies are found to be 
dumping steel by the Com- 
merce Department, those 
imports could face tariffs of up 
to 200 percent. 

In addition, Clinton had 
announced $300 million in tax 
credits for companies hurt by 
the dumping, but industry and 


union officials were extremely 


critical of the measures. Union 
officials also said the ICC 
action could take more than a 
year and tax credits don’t help 
the workers 

The administration has pat 
some pressure on foreign com- 
panies, and Japan has dramat- 
ically reduced steel imports 
recently, but Gaines said it 
was not enough 


“It’s voluntary, and they can 
change at any time,”’ he said

Ronald A. Goff will remain in custody pend- 
ing a trial on a state petition to declare him a 
sexually violent person. 

Associate Judge James Hackett on Mond. 
found probable cause to hold Goff over for a 
hearing that must be held within 45 days. In 
the interim, he will be shuttled as needed 
between the Madison County Jail and the 
Sheridan Correctional Center, where the state 
Department of Human Services’ mental 
health unit will evaluate him 

The Illinois Attorney General's 
seeking to commit Goff, 59, under the state’s 
Sexually Violent Persons Commitment Act 

Goff served 27 months of a-five-year sen- 
tence for criminal sexual abuse of two boy 
11 and 13, in Madison and Washington coun- 
ties. He was scheduled to be released last 
month before the state filed its petition and 
prompted a judge to continue the incarcera- 
tion. The state says Goff is still a threat 

Goff was paroled in January 1998, but taken 
back into custody last month after claims that 
he had violated conditions of his parole 
through his presence around children 

One woman filed a report with Edwards- 
ville police after allegedly seeing Goff drive 
slowly past an elementary school while chil- 
dren were leaving on March 11, 1998. The 
same woman told of seeing Goff's truck in the 
parking lot of a local church on March 15

THE LAW AND YOU

During the pendency of a lawsuit, the attorney 

for the defendant may wish to take the plaintiff's 

| deposition. In a deposition, the party being 
| deposed answers questions under oath before a 
‘|court reporter. Frequently clients inquire about 
‘|the importance of the answers given in the 
deposition. Attorneys take depositions for 
several reasons. In the first place, the attorney is 
-jable to gather information about the case from 
‘|the answers to questions. In addition, the 
testimony given in a deposition can be used for 
impeachment purposes. This means that at trial 
the attorney can use the testimony in the 


deposition to show any contradictions between 
‘| trial testimony and the sworn statement given in 
‘| the deposition. 

Finally, several Illinois cases stand for the 
proposition that assertions made in a deposition 


constitute binding judicial admissions. This 
means that the testimony in a deposition can be 
used as a_ basis for a motion for summary 
+} judgment. If a court grants a summary judgment, 
e judge decides that there is no genuine issue 

| of material fact and that a trial is unnecessary. 
In one recent case, a man was employed by the 





U.S. Postal Service for 12 years when he fell 
from a loading dock. He eventually filed suit 
against the architect of the loading dock. 

The postal worker claimed in his deposition 
that he fell over rubber bumper strips which 
were used to prevent hand trucks from rolling off 
the loading dock. He apparently meant to say 
that he tripped over metal plates which were 
lowered electrically into trucks to aid loading. 
The company he sued manufactured the metal 
plates rather than the rubber bumper strips. 

~The attorney for the defendant filed a motion 
for summary judgment, asserting that his client 
neither designed the rubber bumper strips nor | | 
supervised their construction. The attorney for 
the plaintiff responded to this motion by 
submitting an affidavit indicating that his client 
had returned to the accident site, and he now 
realized that he had tripped over-metal plates 
rather than rubber bumpers. The Court granted 
the motion for summary judgment, noting that 
the plaintiff had stated clearly in his deposition 
that he tripped over rubber bumper strips. In this 
case, the plaintiff failed to recover money for his 
injuries due to his confusion in the deposition.
